THE PRESIDENT AND THE LEAGUE 


A 


LARMING reports come to us as to the mental and physical 
condition of the president. That he must have an extend- 


ed period of rest is the statement of his physicians. It is re- 
ported without denial that he has a cerebral lesion, indicating a 
rupture of a blood vessel of the brain. We all fervently hope 
that his condition is not so serious as reported and that he may 
speedily recover. 


The president is a man of strong convictions and impatient 


of opposition. His long and exasperating experience in Europe 
with the astute diplomatic jugglers of the old world wore on his 
nerves. 


President Wilson went to the peace conference with high 


ideals which he had expressed in his "fourteen points." He 
came back with his ideals shattered through collision with crafty 
statesmen who clung tenaciously to the traditions of the past 
that to the victors belong the spoils. One by one the fourteen 
points were thrown into the discard. The final draft of the 
treaty contained little of the substance of the president's pro- 
posals. And yet under the skillful guidance of men who knew 
. exactly what they wanted and how to get it he signed the treaty. 
He gave up to secret diplomacy and it followed he had to give 
in to secret treaties prearranged for the very purpose of divid- 
ing the spoils after the war. 


" Having signed the treaty the president felt it his duty to 


command its acceptance. In the face of a hesitating senate he 
undertook a tour of the west to coerce the senate through the 
power of public opinion. His intemperate language in reference 
to a co-ordinate body suprised, if it did not shock, the public. 
It should have been a warning to his friends that he was under 
tremendous strain and near the breaking point. 


With his present condition the American people are rightly 


sympathetic. As a moral leader during the war President Wil- 
son was superb. As a diplomat he lacked experience and was a 
disappointment. In his illness we think of him as our presi- 
dent and the rancor of party politics will soften. 


But the treaty is still before the senate for consideration. 


It is the most important document ever presented to that body 
since its existence. That much is claimed for it by its friends 
and admitted by its enemies. It is well then that it be scanned 
with care. Our constitution was long in the making and ever 
since its adoption a supreme court has been interpreting its pro- 
visions which its framers thought perfectly clear. 


The peace treaty ccntains a constitution for a super state— 


the league of nations. The president has said that this league 
is greater than our government. So it is. It is over .our gov- 
ernment. Our people should be patient while the senate con- 
siders carefully each clause of this document that so greatly 
concerns us. If it contains doubtful provisions now is the time 
to clarify them. There is no supreme court to construe the con- 
stitution of the league of nations. 


Again the public needs to learn what this great document 


is and what it means. Not one perspn in ten thousand has read 
it. Little by little we are learning somewhat of this league of 
nations and the more we learn of it the more doubtful we be- 
come of its usefulness to the United States. Public opinion is 
still in a state of flux on this grave question. 
* * * 


It is doubly unfortunate that the president is ill at this 


time. The nation has need of calm, dispassionate counsel in 
the world's crisis. -Everywhere trouble is brewing. 
Strikes 


and increasing cost of living seem to be the normal condition 
over the world at present. There is going to be pinching poverty 
in many a home before winter is over. And we ha.ve no Moses 
to lead the way for relief.

The Shantung provision of the treaty should be up for a 


, vote in the senate this week. .Under the stress of his speaking 


trip the president was not always accurate in statement about 
provisions of the treaty. He gave as his excuse for signing the 
Shantung provision that France and England -had by secret 
treaty promised Japan this province containing 40 million Chin- 
ese to induce Japan to come into the war. The fact is the treaty 
was made March 25, 1917, nearly three years after Japan en- 
tered the war. 
The treaty was made just as we were about to 


enter the war and no doubt in anticipation of our entry. The 
parties to it well knew our policy of the open, door in China and 
our friendship for the Chinese Republic. 
Hence the secret 


treaty on the eve of our declaration of war on Germany;

In our opposition to the Shantung provision we should have 


no ill feeling for Japan. She has done less in grabbing off par- 
cels of China than has England or France. 
Rightly enough 


Japan should aspire to maintain mastery of the orient especially 
as she is barred from the Occident.

But China is a republic. ' Shantung is Chinese. 
China 


came into the war as our ally at our solicitation. We were loud 
for self determination of nationalities and the rights of weak 
nations. And now we are asked to turn on our ally and help 
rend her apart and turn over her fairest province to her ancient 
enemy to exploit. Fighting to make the world safe for democ- 
racy we are asked to compel 40,000,000 Chinese freemen to be- 
come the subjects of autocratic Japan. 


And in spite of the example of. Japan in .Korea many of our
